On tho 13th of May, or 
ono day later, tho two New "Westminster 
railway bilk, tho Kootenay railway bill 
and soVoral public bills wt-re mailed at the 
Victoria postoflico fur (Ottawa, ami on the 
day following all tho remaining bills cf 
the session were mailed at tho same otlice 
f<jrtho same destination. Wo doubt if 
any other province can t'ujrnisli a similar 
instance of o.\peclitiou on tho part o( its 
i^overiunent. Tlio entire work of the ses- 
sion should iiave reached the federal ca- 
pital on or about the '^'Uli of May. Had 
thu bills failed to connect at Ottawa that 
would not have l)een the fault of this f{ov- 
ecnment. But we have reason to know 
that all the bills were received by the Do- 
minion government in due course and 
that they had tlie Now W't'stminstur rail 
ways and tho Kooleiiay bills under con- 
sideration as early as the first of .luMe. 

A M:ir ZEALA>il> liKFoKMEH. 

According to a Xew Xealaiul Lones- 
pondent of the Melbourne J /i/u.s, Major 
Atkinson, leader of the present New Zoa- 
land governiiiont in the lower house, is 
delivering through the pro\ inces a series 
of political addresses with the object nl 
laying before tlie public a scheme (1) tor 
the reform of the constitution by making 
tlie upper house elective, by readjusting 
the constituencies of the lower Imuso, 
eitlier amalgamating the present small 
electorates into fewer lar;_;L' oin's, or mak- 
ing the whole colony one Iiul'o electurato, 
on the Hare aystein; ('i) tor the abolition 
of poverty, by compuls(U'y national insur- 
ance on an extension of the Rev. 11. L. 
Bliickley'a celebrated plan; (3) for revis- 
ing the whole system of land tenure, sell- 
ing no more crown lands, resuming pos- 
session of lands that had been sold so as 
to rediicfi. overgroft'ii estates to moderate 
limits, devoting crown land runts to a ' 
fund for tho support of widows and or 
phans; ('t) for tho rediatribuliun of wealtli 
on a fuore equitable basis tiian that at 
present in force, so as to ri^niove the exis- 
tent extremes of inerpiality. The curies- j 
pendent is careful to state that Major At- 
khison ()uea. not commit any of his col 
loa^u^'to his views, which are certainly 
socialistfo enough to be startling. 

UNIFURM PAPEll fUltHENCY. 

'i'ho article which appeared in the Tur- 
onto ]i'uild on the iiecesbity of adopting a 
national currency fur Cani»da has attract 
ed widespread attention in the Dominion. 
All the loading papers ebdorse tho views 
of the tForld; and tho San l<ranciacu Atlu 
thinks there is nothing to be wondered at 
this as tho present currency system of 
Canada ia an iiiKpnililied nuisance t(j its 
own people, and the real wonder is that 
it has boon allowed to atand as long as it 
has. At [iresent, a resident of Mritish 
Columbia who oilers the bank bills of 
thut province in New Brunswick is 
obliged to submit to a discount of from 5 
to 10 per cent., and even a new limns- 
wick bank bill must be shaved before it 
will pass current in the province of l>n 
tario. At the same time one of the 
Uliited StatOB national bank notes passes 
anywhere in Canada for its face value. 
VVoiao aiill may be said of the Canadian 
currency system, for it ia a fact that the 
notes of one bank are nut; receivable at 
their face value at all the other banks in 
tlio game province. 'I'lic condition of 
things is worse than it was in tho United 
States under the old State-bank system. 

THE SUPREME~CUUI{T. 

All is still doubt and uncertainty re- 
specting tho s(((^(,s of the courts of the 
province. A recent decision of the su 
preme court of Ciinada ia represented (by 
newspaper report) to have held that the 
judges are under the control of the prov 
ince and that it is quite uompetent for the 
legislature to enact laws regulating the 
procedure of the conns. i)ne cf the 
provincial ;icls wlncli I lie II. t'. jmiu'c.-i dc 
cided to lie iincunst i tut luii.-vl wiis that 
whicli provides for but one sitting of the 
full court, ill January of eaih yi'ai. 
Now, it is clear that if that act has been 
hold at Ottawa to be unconstitutional, the 
full court cannot ait at Victoria in 
.lune. Naturally, the local judges, awail- 
nig ofiicial information of the exact terms 
of the deciaiuii of the (Jttawa judges, ad 
journod on Monday without traiiHacI ing 
any business, pending the receipt of thu 
otlicial copy of the judgmc'iit, which is 
oxpocted shortly.

i tiii-e, so essential to the invalid. N\'e 
must move, and move at once, liefore 
many months are over the Northern Pa 
citic railway will be completed and ter- 
! miiiato within a few hours' run (across 
! one of tho [irettiest water stretches on 
j the continent) of our doors. It is iiii- 
; possible to conceive what the etiect of 
, this will bo, but wo may rest assured that 
j although uiiadvertised and comparatively 
unknown, a large nuiuber of people will 
visit our shores. Let us prepare at cuice 
to receive them; let us sec that .suitable

The lower Ivootonay country compris- 
ing tho lands in iiuestioii is very little 
known and at present a (piite uninhabited 
country. Between IJonuer's ferry on tho 
Kootenay river and the lake, a distance of 
about 110 milea by river, there is only 
one white settler. The lands which we 
propose to reclaim are aituated on both 
sides of the river. The valley, ht!re about 

or Ii iiiilos wide, bouiidoil on bulb sides 
by stoop and densely tiinbored mijiuitain.H, 
I'liese boUiiius are level atretche.i of 
meadow laud aiiiiuiilly inuudaled from 
the middle of May to the uiiddltt or end 
of ,luly. The ri.se in the river in average 
years i.s about feet and one can form, 
therefore, some iilea of the vast v.duiiios 
of water which we have to tackle. Wu 
jiropose to do su from two points, i.e., by

Aftt!r the fatal engagement the 
French troops resiiiiied their previous po- 
sitions, that occupying the French con- 
oesaiotia and the royal pagoda. Reinforce- 
ments were imiuediataly ordered by tele- 
graph from Cochin China pending tho ar- 
rival of those now being sent, with re- 
markable unaniuiity from France. 

A OOLtJKN inEA. 
The .lardiii des Plantos, in Paris, now 
pusses a very curious bird called the
